There's one good thing about the

while truck tubes and retreads had 
been boosted considerably over the 
preceding month 
The May quota Is as follows: Pas- 


senger tires, 18; passenger tubes 
49; passenger retreads, 80; truck 
tiros, 119; truck tubes, 152; and 
truck retreads, 185. 
With the scarcity of rubber being 


felt more and more, requirements 
affecting the preferred classlflca-j 
tlon of tire users have been revis- 
ed, making it necessary, when pos- 
sible, for them to accept retreads 
or recaps. Preferred classifications 
have been issued new tires In the 
past. This group Is composed of 
the highest ellgibles, including phy- 
sicians, public safety vehicles, and 
similar classes. 
The new requirements also stress- 


ed the necessity 
of using these 
tires with extreme care. It was 
pointed out that 
persons 
found 


guilty of abuse or negligence in 
care of their tires may bo denied 
certificates even though thoy are 
otherwise eligible.
